That would seem to be pretty much the same posture he must have assumed 
when he decided to scold not just his Canadian minions but Canadian politicians 
as well, when he tackled the whole issue of gay marriage in Canada and the polit- 
icans who support it, some of whom would seem to be members of the Pope’s 
global congregation. 


And what the Pope was saying to them was that unless they are prepared to tow 
the party line on this contentious issue, they just might not get invited to the party, 
speaking on a purely religious basis of course.

For the past few years, Chris Craddock and Nathan Cuckow have written 
and performed ‘gay rap’ songs at Workshop West/Guys in Disguise’s Loud n’ 
Queer Cabaret in Edmonton. Their fictional gay rap group cOcKsUcKaZ gave 
birth to their alter egos Feminem & T-Bag, and the idea and inspiration for their 
artistic project came to life. 

In many ways, hip-hop culture has served as America’s guide to 
understanding urban lower class African-American culture. Initially, the art form 
was used as a political voice to create social change, offering a perspective that 
differs dramatically from the traditional view of white conservative American 
life. But similar to the way in which the Republicans in the United States 
hijacked Jesus, the music industry hijacked hip-hop and turned it into an 
exhibition of cartoonish thuggery that glamorizes greed, misogyny, homophobia 
and violence. Using this form of music for homosexuals to express their 
frustration with the current social climate is a natural evolution of hip-hop 
music and an interesting and complex way to tell their story. 

BASH! is a story told by two male, gay hip hop artists who chronicle the 
tale of a pair of lovers; one of whom is bashed, prompting the other to take 
revenge. Fuelled by the recent streak of gay bashings that happened during 
Premier Ralph Klein’s refusal to legalize gay marriage in Alberta, one of the 
lovers decides to reverse the discrimination and go out and bash innocent 
heterosexuals. BASH‘! dispels assumptions about distinct categories of race, 
gender and sexual orientation, while exploring the discrimination and 
oppression on both sides of the coin, as everyone co-exists in a free and equal 
society. 

Nathan is originally from Calgary and after studying at the American Musical 
and Dramatic Academy in New York, he moved to Edmonton in 1998 and met 
Chris where they instantly became friends. 

The performances of BASH7, starring Feminem and T-Bag, run until October 
7 at 8 PM nightly at Edmonton’s Roost nightclub. Hopefully, the production will 
end up with a Canadian tou. W

Fall may be the season of mists and mellow fruitfulness, but it’s also the time 
of many a fall fowl supper in church basements and halls across the land. 


Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource Centre decided three years ago to cash in on 
that prairie tradition by hosting its own version. 


The Centre relies heavily on personal donations and fundraisers to keep its 
doors open. It has no core funding, yet offers a variety of important programs, 
including counselling, anti-homophobia classes, a phone help line and specific 
programs for a number of GLBT groups. 


Chris Vogel, one of the pioneers of gay rights in Manitoba, grew up in 
Saskatchewan and says fall suppers were a key part of the culture. Turkeys, geese 
and ducks were often on church menus and whole communities gathered for the 
feasts. 


This year the Rainbow Resource Centre fall supper will be held October |5 
and the number of places set has been increased from 160 to 200. 


Being vegetarian is not an impediment to enjoyment, since volunteer foodmeis-

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ters offer vegetarian “neatballs” (spelled with an ‘N’) in lieu of the turkey. The 
menu also includes cabbage rolls, coleslaw, potatoes, peas, carrots, turnip, rolls at 
a wide variety of desserts. 


“People love the food and can eat as much as they want,” says Vogel, whe 
admits to being a turnip hater, even though many love it. 


Vogel does kitchen duty, working with a small army of forty volunteers. “We 
also prepare lots of stuffing (sage, onion and celery) and lashings of gravy...even 
the vegetarians go for the gravy, which has some turkey content in it,’ he adds 
with a wink. 


Much of the food is donated. 


Rainbow Resource Centre president Chris Krawchenko, a real estate agent, 
says his mother Mary, now seventy-five, loves to volunteer for the supper and 
makes all the cabbage rolls and coleslaw. 


Krawchenko directs kitchen traffic. As in previous years the event will be held 
at Crossways-in-Common in Winnipeg's downtown West Broadway neighbour- 
hood. Doors open at 5:00 pm. Tickets are on sale now at a cost of $16 for 
adults and $10 for low-wage earners, students and children under twelve. 


Local vegetable company Peak of the Market donates some of the vegetables 
and community members make many of the desserts, which are hugely popular. 
Vogel says most people eat more than one; so many diets are ‘suspended’ for this 
annual event. 


“The tables full of desserts get vacuumed up pretty fast,’ he says. “We will 
probably also go through about ten turkeys. The food is always fresh and tasty.’ 


Besides raising much needed money and generating good community social 
interactions, the event benefits other groups. “We always have food left over and 
we put it in large fridges,” says 
Vogel. “Anything left over is 
then given to youth outreach 
and neighborhood outreach 
program coordinators.” 


In the first year, organizers 
laid on a guitarist and this year 
they hope to have a pianist, 
since the hall contains a grand 
piano. “It’s very nice to have 
background music at the begin- 
ning but the volume of chatter 
gradually increases as dinner 
proceeds,” says Vogel. “By the ~ 
end it’s pretty noisy.” 

“This year we are using a larger space in the building and the kitchens are on 
another floor, so we'll be using walkie-talkies to keep things moving,” he adds. 


Another innovation is that soft drinks, juice and even wine will be on sale, 
though tea, coffee and water will be included in the ticket price. Wine is a 
reasonable $3 per glass, so the volume of chatter may be raised a notch or two. 


The supper also has a silent auction, with merchandise donated by local 
businesses and GLBT members. Past suppers have raised around $2,000, so 
hopefully this year’s larger event will raise even more. 


Resource Centre president Krawchenko says money is badly needed because 
the cost of providing programs keeps rising. “Every year it costs more to keep 
our doors open because we have rent, staff and program expenses without any 
sustained core funding,” says Krawchenko. “We could use a few more donations 
from some of the community’s wealthier members, but events like the supper 
and our annual garage sale really help a lot. They also provide people who may 
not have much money to help out with their time by volunteering.” 


One good sign, according to Krawchenko, is that the centre is beginning to get 
some younger volunteers. Baby boomers are rapidly ageing and the activist torch 
needs to be passed to younger hands or programs will simply grind to a halt. 


Speaking of which: a few volunteers are still needed for turkey cooking, 
dessert baking, setup and serving. 


Serving supper to two-hundred people is no science, but organizers do have a 
good routine by now and Vogel says one of the great things about the event is 
that it’s fun, it’s only once a year and helpers are generally home, with everything 
cleaned up and packed away, by 8:30 PM. “With fundraising socials it’s a totally 
different matter,’ he says. Anyone wanting to volunteer or offer food or gifts for 
the cause can contact Chris Vogel at 772-8215.

What were you doing in the Fall of 1996? You probably don’t remember, but 
there’s one person in Calgary who does—Ken Schultz was busy completing the 
final renovations on his new bar to be called The Backlot. Opening on October 
16, 1996, the warm, cozy and friendly venue was an instant hit with Calgary’s gay 
community and visitors to this city. Whenever you sit and chat with owner Ken 
Schultz, it’s very easy to understand why his business has the reputation as the 
friendliest bar in town. During the course of this ten-year history, Ken’s 
welcoming warmth has also exuded from all of his staff both past and present. 


Since the very beginning, Ken has been actively involved in the day-to-day 
operations, serving customers and ensuring everyone is enjoying themselves at 
his home-away-from-home. “I enjoy the fact that | know almost everyone that 
comes into the bar and if | don’t know them it only takes a short while to make 
a new friend feel welcome,” says Ken. 


Ken spent his early years in Medicine Hat, Alberta but Calgary has been home 
for the last thirty-two years and his professional career included real estate, hotel 
management and bartending at Detour before venturing into the realm of 
entrepreneur. He would last—on average—about three years in any job before 
he was bored and frustrated with management. Often his ideas for the direction 
of the business differed from his boss’s viewpoint and Ken would move on to 
another challenge. While working at Detour, owners Rudy Labuhn and Lorne 
Doucette came to Ken with a proposal for him to be the managing partner in a 
new bar. Even though this was a couple of years earlier than Ken had planned to 
start his own business, he agreed to the challenge with the understanding that 
eventually he could buy out his partners and become the sole proprietor. 


His original thought was to start a bar on his own, as he 
doesn’t like partnerships, due to the inevitable differences = 
for the business vision. He felt that no matter how good 
a friend your partners may be, there is a potential to 
destroy that friendship over divergent opinions. The move to 
sole proprietorship happened four years ago and Ken has never 
regretted that premature decision to run his own bar. 


When asked about the challenges of opening a new bar in 
Calgary a decade ago, Ken replied, “I was too naive to realise 
the pitfalls that could have been there. | knew it wasn’t 
guaranteed to succeed but | thought if I’m working from open 
to close then I’m going to do my best to prove my ideas work 
and try my hardest to make it a success. If it fails, I’ll go back 
and find a job but at least I’ve attempted to do it my own way.” 
So far, there are no signs that Ken is looking for any other 
employment. Perhaps one of the most rewarding moments for 
him is when a customer tells him it should be named Ken’s Bar not Backlot. 


As the business has grown, Ken has remained central to its longevity but his 
staff has played a critical roll in upholding his business philosophies. “I have had 
great staff throughout the ten years and the clientele also comes to see them. 
The majority of our customers don’t come because it’s a bar but rather they 
come to see the people that 
are there—both staff and 
other customers alike.” says 
Ken. “The success and 
longevity is due to my great 
staff over the course of the 
| ten years.” 


Looking to the future is 
a risky business in the 
entertainment industry 
and Calgary’s gay nightlife 


has witnessed many 
ug casualties in the past two 
mn years, but Ken looks 


forward with optimism. “1 
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till have a few years 
remaining on my current 
lease and | have some 
renovations and changes 
planned for the near 
future, depending on the 
availability of trades- 
people and contractors.” 
Complacency is not in 
Ken’s nature and he does 
not take his customers’ 
loyalty for granted, 
knowing that allegiance 
has to be earned and 
constantly renewed. 


Ken hopes that one 
day he will own his own 
building in order to 
control his destiny but 
foresees that a new 
location would remain 
similar in size to the 
current Backlot. “Il enjoy 
the fact that | know my 
customers, have the 
chance to greet them and 
chat, but if it were much 
larger | might lose that 
personal contact with all 
my customers who have 
become friends. If | were 


to move to a new 
location, | would 
probably create a 
different look and feel 


under a new banner. Sometimes if you keep the original name it is never the same 
and there can be disappointments, whereas something new has that fresh appeal 
to it.” 


The name Backlot has become synonymous with community involvement and 

this has been no accident. “Being a part of the community has 
been important to me since | came out myself. When | came 
out, the gay community was my family. My biological family 
has always been supportive and always been there for me 
but when you went to work it was all about being straight. 
If you wanted to feel at home you became involved in the 
community and the bars or social groups were there for 
you. They made you feel right at home, a real person and 
not a back door secret. If you’re coming out and you are 
at Backlot, then | can be there to help with information 
and support. The community always has to be there.” On 
Pride Parade Day, you can be sure to witness a creative 
Backlot float. The Backlot campground at the ARGRA 
Rodeo is always a popular gathering point, just to name 
a couple of Ken’s favourite community ventures. 


“| think people need to understand we are a community, 

should always be a community, looking out for each other. If you open 
up a gay business you have to understand you are a part of this community—like 
it or not—and act accordingly. There are going to be times in your life when 
you need that community, so don’t burn any bridges—lets all play in the 
same sandbox.” 


On the occasion of this tenth anniversary Ken would like to send this message 
to Outlooks’ readers: “ A heartfelt genuine ‘thank you’ to all of my customers, 
whether you've been in just once or if you're a regular. Let’s face it—without 
customers, I’m just a guy standing behind a bar. If | didn’t own this bar, | wouldn’t 
have all the wonderful people in my life that | now know after ten years. To me 
it has been life-changing and it has been my life. Having your own business (as 
anyone in business knows) is not as glamorous as some people think. But the 
rewards—if you love it—you can’t ask for anything greater.” 


Certainly, all of his customers hope that Ken has the energy to continue at least 
for many more years to come and perhaps to celebrate his twentieth anniversary. 
In his own words, “ | still enjoy it and | still look forward to going to work 
everyday. That’s all that counts.” 


From everyone at Outlooks and on behalf of our readers, we wish Ken and all his staff a 
happy tenth anniversary. Be sure to join the festivities at Backlot on Wednesday, 
October 18, guaranteed to be a memorable community celebration to enjoy for 
all those who attend that night. W

It’s remote, over-priced and as colonial as ever. So just what is it that makes 
Bermuda as magnetic a draw as its own Triangle? 


The answer may rest in Bermuda's breathtaking, azure waters and shrimp- 
kissed, sandy beaches. Perhaps it’s the charming mix of British colonialism and 
Caribbean spice, atop a pre-historic, underwater world of caves, coves, 
shipwrecks and coral reef. Or maybe it’s simply Bermudians themselves, 
unaffected by pirate history as they navigate their deluxe cars,Vespas and bicycles 
through hilly floral roads, all in a backdrop of lush vegetation and sunset-inspired, 
pastel houses under whitewashed, slate and timber roofs. Then again, it could be 
the tight Bermuda shorts and long socks. 


As the oldest British colony in existence, it is no surprise that homophobia has 
eaten away at Bermuda’s potential for gay tourism. The island’s fear-mongering 
Bishop Goodwin Smith (highly vocal in lumping homosexuality together with 
pedophilia) just happened to be the Chairman of Bermuda’s Human Rights 
Commission until the 1990s. As late as 1994, amidst frenzied protests from the 
Bishop and demonstrators, Bermuda’s Parliament finally passed the Stubbs Bill, 
simply legalizing homosexuality. 

Twelve years later, Parliament is still playing tug-of-war over GLBT-related 
legislation, particularly in relation to housing and workplace discrimination. Yet 
despite Bermuda’s small GLBT population, dim shadow of community activism 
and lack of anti-hate laws, civil rights are now regularly on the table thanks to a 
bolder Bermuda legislature exercising its secular right to govern. With plans for 
a fully inclusive Human Rights Act, Bermuda Governor Sir John Vereker continues 
to chip away at opponents of gay rights legislation, as recently as last month. Alas, 
while Bermudian gay marriage seems light years away, the island paradise is at the 
cusp of pink possibility. 

Bermuda may be the most serene place on earth for serious downtime. 
Temperatures are decent year-round, with several direct flights available. Cruise 
ships (a.k.a. floating hotels) are often the voyage vessel of choice—and much 
more affordable than one might think when compared to Bermuda's day-to-day 
prices, often inflated from higher import costs. A safe starting and ending point 
for one’s day, the ships have ports of call all over the island, with ready-to-go day 
tours and a variety of on-board events. 


The island’s pristine appearance is at once striking, complimented by an ever- 
changing sunlight that makes it impossible not to turn into a photographer. Of 
Bermuda’s nine communities (still called “parishes”), three diverse regions are 
ideal launch pads for its twenty-one square miles of tourist terrain: the UNESCO 
world-heritage site of St. George, the hip capitol of Hamilton and the historic 
Royal Naval Dockyard. All are accessible by interconnecting buses and ferries 
with pink and blue indicators that spell Tourism for Dummies. 


Obviously, recreational outings are more common in Bermuda than gay 
outings. Tennis, golf, yachting, sailing, and snorkeling easily come to mind, but so 
does the gay-perfected art of strolling, particularly on long : eT 
stretches of sandy beaches laden with coves and discreet 
nature trails. Asking around, queer locals will tell you that 
gays are everywhere yet nowhere in Bermuda, but you're 
always sure to find them at the inlet beaches of Warwick 
and Paget Parishes southwest of Hamilton. Close to the 
Fairmount Hotel and several B&Bs, these beaches just 
happen to be the Bermuda's finest. For die-hard hikers, 
Bermuda’s former railway (now seven hiking trails) each 
takes one and half to three hours, covering a better part 
of the whole island. 


Clubs, cafes and restaurants are limited to the gay- 
friendly garden variety, mainly located near Hamilton’s 
cruise ship port on Front Street. Their atmospheres 
range from high-tea upper crust to folk-guitar granola, 
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with nightclubs like Splash providing a

dance hotspot or simply a place to relax 
and sip on a Dark and Stormy, Bermuda’s 
signature drink made from black rum and 
ginger beer.The rum is so popular it’s also used in Bermuda's spicy cooking sauces 
and glazes, which make great souvenirs. 


Several excursions demonstrate Bermuda’s distinct history and culture.A quick 
ferry trip to the Royal Naval Dockyard at Bermuda’s westerly tip unveils artisan 
galleries, fortresses, and cafes, while the nearby Maritime Museum and Dolphin 
Quest feature regular exhibits inside Bermuda’s largest fort, the Nineteenth 
Century Dockyard Keep. A mere ocean-view bus ride towards Hamilton will 
tempt vacationers to make pit-stops at chapels dating back to the early 1600s, 
the smallest drawbridge in the world and the cast-iron Gibbs Lighthouse from 
1846, whose |85-step climb offers a panoramic view of island-life. 


Hamilton is all about shopping, dining and business. Over 10,000 major inter- 
national corporations operate from Bermuda, and most of them can be found 
here, where it’s easy to spot Bermuda shorts. Formally worn two inches above 
the knee with dress socks, a short-sleeved shirt and a navy blazer, they were 
adapted from the British Army, and are a friendly reminder of a Caribbean- 
soaked, royal history. While in Hamilton, be sure to check out its City Hall, arts 
centre, perfumery, street fairs and historic cathedrals like St. Peter’s, the oldest 
Anglican Church in the world. 


Heading towards St. David’s Lighthouse at Bermuda’s eastern tip, the Crystal 
and Fantasy Caves open a sea-level jewel box of prehistoric, chandelier-like 
stalactites and stalagmites, with floating pontoon pathways hovering over lit pools 
of perfect water connecting the caves with ocean. The old towne of St. George 
and a multitude of parks and museums are not much further, making St. George’s 
Parish an ideal day-trip (avoid the infested family beaches unless you have kids). 
St. George’s Parish is also home base for Peppercorn Helmet Diving, where drag 
queens don’t even have to get their hair wet! 


It’s easy to do nothing in Bermuda, but well worth the excursions if you plan 
your day right. Given Parliament's continued efforts to secure human rights while 
maintaining Bermuda’s colonial charm (a little push from the international GLBT 
community might help), it won’t be long before the GLBT Good Ship Lollipop 
sails into Bermuda's gravitational pull for a closer look. Either way, Bermuda 
remains a captivating, magnetic anomaly unto its own. W

ARTICHOKES AND CHOCOLATE 


On the surface, these cold appetizers may seem like your basic 

fruit and vegetable platters. Since Halloween is a time to expect the 

unexpected, you. can organize these platters using your imagination to 
produce some very zany and very tasty results. 


Marinate Fruits and Vegetables 


Cut the fruit and vegetable into fairly large pieces. Poke some holes in the fruit with a 
fork and divide all into four bowls: Cover the contents. of each bowl with one of the 
liquors. Cover with plastic food wrap and leave on the counter for a few hours. 


Make the dips 
Sour Cream Chipotle Dip 


Empty a small can of chipotles into a food processor and purée. Place sour cream or 
yogurt into a bowl and stir in enough of pepper puree to make the mixture the colour of 
Thousand Island dressing. Place this mixture in a serving bowl, cover and refrigerate. 


Peanut Butter and Black Sambuca Chipotle Dip 


Mix the peanut butter and mayonnaise together (two parts peanut bitter to one part 
mayonnaise) until smooth and even in colour. Add enough black Sambuca to gently flavour 
the mixture-and enough puréed chipotle to make it nice and hot. Place this mixture in a 
serving bowl, cover and refrigerate. 


Jagermeister Cream Cheese 


Mix the cream cheese with enough sour cream or yogurt to make a smooth dip. Add 
enough Jagermeister to flavour the mixture, but not overpower it. Cover and refrigerate. 


Jack Daniel Chipotle Salsa 


Place the salsa into a mixing bowl. Add enough puréed peppers to make the mixture 
hot and zappy. Stir in the Jack Daniels—lots of it— and refrigerate. 


Use your imagination to create any other unlikely mixtures you can think of. This can 
be a lot of fun, as well as instructive. How about peanut butter and salsa? You will be 
surprised at some of the results. Some words of caution—work in small batches because 
not all of your combinations will work, and you will want to keep the waste to a minimum. 


|. Bake the pastry shells and let cool: 


2. Place the marinated artichokes into the pastry shells, one large piece per shell. Drizzle 
chocolate sauce over the artichokes enough to fill the shell and arrange on the platter 
with the other fruit and vegetables. 


Place some of the Jack Daniels Chipotle dip in the bottom of a few pastry shells. Place 
a whole strawberry into. the shells and press down to secure.. Put these on the 
platters. with the artichokes. 


Arrange the rest of fruit and vegetables on the platters. To creep this out a little, make 
Sure to put the pickled asparagus and spare artichokes really close to the chocolate 
dip, and put fruit and vegetables on the same platter, where they do not normally 
belong. The strawberries and mangoes should be close enough to the Caesar dressing 
that a deliberate accident will occur. Arrange the rest of your platters in the same 
way.. Some smoked oysters or anchovies might be interesting scattered amongst the 
litchi nuts and passion fruits. You get the idea. 


Place the platters on your service table, and arrange the. dips: around them as 
suggested above.

Jason: A Mother’s Story

Cindy Lou Wagner always suspected that her son Jason might be gay. When he 
was just eight years old, she pointed him out to a gay acquaintance and asked him 
if he thought that little boy was gay. Her acquaintance said no, but Cindy Lou said, 
“My heart said yes”. 


Jason is the subject of Cindy Lou’s self-published book, appropriately titled, 
Jason. The book is short, about sixty pages, a quick, easy and accessible mixture 
of narrative and sermon with a simple message of unconditional love and accept- 
ance. The voice is raw and authentic right down to the imperfect grammar. 


Cindy Lou says that she was first inspired to write the book after Jason first 
came out and she met some of his friends. “My husband [Larry] and | saw the 
troubled lives that some of them were leading. And so much of that was because 
of the problems their families seemed to be having with accepting them. Larry 
and | felt that we wanted to do something.” 


That something was Jason. The book tells the story of how Jason’s family coped 
with him coming out. But it is also a summary of Cindy Lou’s thoughts on the 
nature of love and acceptance and of the lessons she and her family learned. 


Cindy Lou grew up in the Regina area at a time when being gay was a subject 
nobody discussed. “Il was really naive. | played a lot of sports and | guess a lot of 
people assumed | must be a lesbian. That probably explains why men always 
thought of me as just a friend, instead of someone they might want to date. When 
| realized | fit those stereotypes, | reacted out of fear. | didn’t want to send the 
message that | was a lesbian, so | made a conscious effort to be more feminine.” 


Eventually, Cindy Lou became less self-conscious. She confirmed that some of 
her fellow athletes were, indeed, lesbians and learned to accept them. She also 
met Larry Wagner, who liked her for being the athletic tomboy that she was. They 
eventually married and had two sons, Jason and Daniel, who were born just 
fourteen months apart. 


Cindy Lou worried a lot about Jason while he was growing up. “He was picked 
on a lot and he never really defended himself. Our younger son, Daniel, was 
different. He was a little guy, but he always believed that the bigger they are, the 
harder they fall.” 


While the boys were growing up, Daniel often found himself defending his 
older brother from accusations that he was gay. Cindy Lou admits that this 
experience meant that learning the truth was difficult for Daniel at first. He said, 
“| don’t care that he is gay. The part that bothers me is that it is like a slap in the 
face. | have always stuck up for him when people accused him of being gay and 
now they are right.” 


Eventually, Daniel learned to accept his brother and the two are now closer 
than ever. Cindy Lou says that her younger son came to realize that he was 
reacting to what people thought about him rather than to what they thought 
about his older brother.When Daniel began thinking, instead, about what life must 
be like for Jason, his attitude changed. 


Another challenge that the Wagners faced when Jason first came out was the 
second adolescence that typically accompanies the coming out experience for gay 


men. Cindy Lou admits that it was a little disconcerting to watch an otherwise | 


mature and responsible young adult display behaviour that seemed more in 
keeping with that of a teenager. “This was a little difficult for my husband and |, 


but we tried to keep in mind that Jason hadn’t really been allowed to experience | 


a normal social life. When Jason’s behaviour was unacceptable to us, before we 
discussed it with him, we would always ask ourselves, “Okay, if this was Daniel, 
would we react the same?” 


Three years ago, the Wagners moved from Regina to Christopher Lake, a small 
community just outside Prince Albert, a small city of 35,000 people in the 
northern part of the province. Cindy Lou reports that there are more resources 
for gay and lesbian people than one might think in a city that size. A new GLBT 
community centre opened last December. There is even a gay and lesbian youth 
group at Carlton Composite High School, something made all the more remark- 
able when one considers that Regina youth continue to struggle to form gay- 
straight alliances in a city five times the size of Prince Albert. 


When she’s not promoting her book, Cindy Lou works as a holistic practi- 
tioner. She says that her work covers everything that is not medical. 


“It covers mind, spirit and body. It’s dealing with the whole person, not just 
giving people a vitamin and thinking that will solve all their problems.” 


Cindy Lou displays that same holistic philosophy when asked how parents 
should deal with their children coming out. “The issues that parents have when 
their child is gay are their issues, not their child’s,” she says. “They need to look 
at themselves first. The differences between parents and their children can show 
up in a lot of different ways. Their child can have different opinions about the 
world; they may look at life differently than their parents do. They may have 
different religious beliefs, dress differently, or work at a job different from 
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anything that anyone in the family has ever done before. The point is—you have 
to look at the whole person when you’re dealing with your child. Just like all 
those other things, sexuality is such a small part of who they are.” 


To illustrate her point, Cindy Lou lists off many different qualities in Jason. 
“He’s intelligent. He’s funny. He can be so damn annoying at times. He’s a good 
man, a person with a whole bunch of different sides to him and he just happens 
to be gay.” 


Cindy Lou displays a heartfelt, almost naive faith in the ability of society to heal 
itself. “So many people out there are so confused when it comes to sex and love. 
They seem to think that physical pleasure will help them to feel loved. But | really 
believe that, once we evolve as a society and start respecting ourselves, and start 
respecting one another, we will learn to remove things from our lives that hurt 
us. We will learn to respect people’s bodies, and people's spirit, everything that 
makes people who they are.”

Deep Freeze — 

Gavin Bradley

Born in Ottawa and currently a denizen of Toronto, Gavin Bradley is 
hardly a neophyte on the music scene in Canada. Under the stage 
name Gavo, he has done remixes for Tori Amos, Esthero and Nelly 
Furtado and is collaborating and doing production work for a number 
of other big names like Dido and Joss Stone. But after spending some 
time with an old upright piano from his childhood, Bradley started 
writing his | on pones ene etepesd singing in secret. ‘Deep Freeze is the 
result. — % 


Overa backdrop of Hoody piano and electro beats Bradley sings in 
a warm, deep voice that pulls you in. The words are replete with 
emotional honesty and the kind of self-awareness that is a rarity in a 
world of superficial candy-coated lyrics. The whole effect is hypnotic, 
as you fall into the lull of Bradley’s hurt, longing and understanding. 


From the opening bars of the mellow track “Until”, Bradley weaves 
a sumptuous sound, with harmonies that flow. The production is slick 
and seamless, and it is readily apparent that this is very much not an 
amateur effort. Bradley demonstrates his vocal range in “Games”, 
where he makes effective use of his falsetto (which is something not 
every artist can do). By Mix Tape, Bradley shows us that he’s not afraid 
of giving us a little bit of smooth jazz in there. 

“In The Way” is one of the most outstanding tracks on the album, 


where the backbeat picks up the tempo just a little—and the lyrics are 
both sensual and heartbreaking. The repeating lyric, like a chorus, of

“But no one is going to touch you—not in the way | did”, is not only 
catchy, it exemplifies the way that Bradley’s voice can be like silk. 


Bradley moves into more lounge territory with “Anything You 
Want”, but towards the end of the disc, Bradley picks up the pace. 
“Wild Things Run” is a faster, completely electro track, while “‘ 
Wonder Where You Are?” effectively combines the electro sounds of 
the chorus with the jazz sounds of the main verses. 


Part of what makes the songs of Deep Freeze so appealing is the first- 
person narrative that binds them all together. This is Bradley’s 
personal life laid open before us. Yet, because of the way he sings these 
songs—like letters to lost lovers—they become more universal and 
invite the listener to put themselves in Bradley’s place. Perhaps it is 
because of their sincerity and vulnerability, with lyrics like “If | return 
your call and I don’t want to let it hang that just means I wanted to be 
close to you again,” or “‘I do love you, but it’s no use—I just can’t seem 
to pull you loose.” They create points of identification for anyone who 
has been the victim of mind games or in an unfulfilling relationship. 


Bradley wrote all of the tracks on the album (with one co-written 
track). As well, he played all of the piano score and programmed the 
electro elements. He also had a hand in the production and attracted 
some very big talent in an executive producer, namely James Bryan of 
the Philosopher Kings. With this much talent and with a voice like that, 
Bradley stands poised to be a powerhouse in the music scene. W

Five years ago, | went on my first gay cruise. Alone. | didn’t think I’d ever do 
something so daring. But | was already going to Puerto Rico on business, and my 
travel agent (a gay man) let me know that, coincidentally, an RSVP all-gay cruise 
was leaving from San Juan at the very end of my meetings. | ran through my list 
of worries, and he convinced me to give it a try. 


It was a life-changer. By the end of that cruise, | pre-booked for a discount on 
my next all-gay cruise, and vowed never to cruise mainstream again. 9/11 and 
major life changes got in the way, and five years (almost to the day) from my first 
gay cruise, | went on my second—an RSVP cruise aboard Holland America’s 
lovely Westerdam, from Ft. Lauderdale to Costa Rica, Panama, and Key West. 


Before my first gay cruise, | heard a lot of warnings—myths really, as you'll see 
below—all from people who'd never been. Only one turned was true: gay cruises 
are more expensive than mainstream cruises. But that’s comparing apples and 
oranges. 


Five years later, before leaving for my second gay cruise, friends blurted out all 
the same myths. After my second all-gay voyage, | can confirm that these are, 
indeed, myths. If you’re curious-but-nervous about all-gay cruises, read on. Then 
as one cruise line says: Get Out There. 


It’s just a floating bathhouse. 


Sex sells. That’s why the brochures are loaded with hunky guys. It’s easy to 
assume all those guys are just wacko with lust. 


Perhaps they are. But none of the major all-gay charter companies nor Olivia, 
(lesbian-focused charters) officially allows sex in public areas of the ships. RSVP 
Vacations, who pioneered the gay travel industry, is very strict about it. 


| did see a few dicks flash by during the “Oops, did you loose your swimsuit?” 
pool games. And late one night | spotted some guy getting a blowjob in a dark 
corner. But mostly you'll see is flirting, some serious kissing and a grope or two. 
As an RSVP staffer said,“When you want to have sex, this ship’s full of cabins with 
really comfy beds. Please go use them.” 


Perhaps you want public sex. There’s a very good reason RSVP is so strict: 
most of the crew and staff are straight and many come from very conservative 
countries. The fact that they’re serving our community in the first place is a huge 
leap for some of these people—and our respectful behaviour has won thousands 
of their friendship.

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Gay cruises are only for couples. 


The charter companies claim about a 50/50 ratio of couples/singles. On my 
recent cruise, that ratio seemed accurate. 


Some single guys struggle the first day because it can appear everyone is 
coupled. In fact, a lot of single guys are travelling with a friend or a group. There 
are daily mixers for single folks, and RSVP gives out green bracelets for single 
guys to wear if they want to be more visible. If you're single and just looking for 
love and/or sex, stay home. If you’re happy to go on an amazing vacation and 
meet great gay guys—people from all over the world—and perhaps find love 
and/or sex, you'll have a grand time. 


Additionally, if you need or want to travel single, but can’t afford an entire 
cabin, RSVP will match you up with a roommate. | used their roommate program 
on my first gay cruise. It was fine. 


For couples—especially from smaller cities and rural areas—a gay cruise is an 
opportunity to be publicly affectionate with each other. There’s no worry about 
holding hands, kissing, touching, or even a full-on make-out session on the decks! 
It’s really liberating to be in a setting where two men can frolic in the pool 
together without worrying that they'll offend some mother and her kids, or to 
watch a couple celebrate their twentieth anniversary at a table-for-two—and 
soon everyone’s celebrating with them. 

It’s just a big circuit party at sea. 

There’s plenty of boom-boom-boom on board. But it’s not on all the time, and 
it’s only audible in very small portions of the ship (if you aren’t the up-all-night 
type, let your agent know your cabin must not be under/over the all-night disco). 
Several gay-focused DJs are brought on board just for us. And every night you 
can find a spot on the ship with typical gay dance-mix—often around one of the 
outdoor pools. 


I’m not a partier. But | enjoy a few minutes shaking my groove-thing. Luckily, 
there are plenty of non-circuit dances offered during the cruise—80s music, a 
country dance with line-dancing lessons and more. I’ve waltzed, polkaed, two- 
stepped, and discoed, under the gorgeous Caribbean sky. 


As for drugs: don’t bring them. Transporting drugs across international borders 
is risky, unless you fantasize about Panamanian jails... 


Pil be the only fattest or skinniest or oldest or youngest guy on the boat. 


The reality is: most of the passengers aren’t the pretty boys or muscle guys 
from the brochures. You'll find every kind of gay person aboard: tall, short, hairy, 
smooth, super fat, really skinny, muscles, average, black, white, brown, deaf, old and 
young. I’ve personally shared cocktails and laughs with every one of those and 
met truly amazing people. Best of all, most passengers check their attitude at the 
door and everyone's really friendly. That doesn’t mean everyone wants to sleep 
together, but it creates great opportunities to make friends and learn about 
people from all over the world. 


Gay cruises are too expensive. 


Gay cruises do cost more than mainstream cruises. However, with advance 
planning, the cheapest cabins generally cost about twenty per cent more than a 
similar mainstream itinerary. Sometimes it’s referred to as “the gay tax”, but 


that’s not entirely fair. Everybody has to win in the deal: the cruise line, the 
charter company and the traveller. 


Judging by the number of repeat customers aboard, everyone is winning— 
especially the passengers. Much extra expense goes to pay for your entertain- 
ment, including gay-positive headline entertainers like Joan Rivers, Charo and 
Michael Feinstein. RSVP usually brings cabaret singer Amy Armstrong and her 
adorable pianist Freddy Allen (see amythediva.com), who keep a whole room 
full of gay men howling with laughter for hours on end. They also bring their own 
emcees and several gay staffers to make sure everything runs smoothly. 


You won't get any of that on a mainstream cruise! My partner and | have had 
great times on mainstream cruises, but all-gay is an experience that simply can’t 
be matched: we're free to be ourselves, we're entertained by people who are part 
of our community and we're taken to places we want to go.

I'll get bored. Food everywhere you look, stunning views in all directions, a 
gym, a running/walking track, lounge chairs in the shade, art auctions, comedians, 
a casino and of course bars—all standard cruise ship diversions. Add in things 
like pool games, hilarious dating games and Church Lady Bingo. Best of all, there 
are lovely gay travellers around every corner who are delighted to discuss 
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favourite books, play chess, share pictures of grandchildren, talk business, or just 
have a conversation about our common life experiences as gay people. No, you 
will not be bored. Now get Out there.

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Prairie 
Saskatoon

October promises to be a busy month on the queer calendar in Saskatoon, 
with a number of upcoming community and cultural events, as well as a civic 
election. 


Saskatoon voters go to the polls this fall to elect a Mayor and ten Ward 
Councillors. The first to do so, at the end of August, former city councillor and 
community activist Lenore Swystun announced her intent to challenge incumbent 
Mayor Don Atcheson. Although met with skepticism among those who believe 
incumbent mayor Don Atchison is a shoo-in, Swystun’s candidacy promises to 
bring issues of commitment to culture and sustainable development to the 
forefront. 


In 2000, Sywstun was elected as a city councillor in Saskatoon’s Ward One, 
representing the historic core neighbourhoods of City Park, Mayfair and Caswell 
Hill. In her three years on Council, she became known for her support of citizen 
involvement and community-based development. Swystun was defeated in 2003 
by challenger Donna Birkmaier by only sixty-seven votes (or about three- 
quarters of one percent). 


Both Council and the Mayor’s office swung right in the last election. Current 
Mayor Atchison was elected in 2003 after a tight four-way race against the incum- 
bent James Madden, businessman and sport organizer Peter Zakreski, and former 
Canadian Alliance MP Jim Pankiw. Since his election, GLBT community organizers 
have noted his silence on issues of diversity, as well as his unwillingness to attend 
Pride flag raisings and other community events. In 2004, Atchison was voted 
Canada’s Craziest Mayor by viewers of Rick Mercer’s Monday Report for his 
proposed suit and tie dress code. However, he has a reputation for being populist 
and tough on crime and enjoys popularity among business and faith communities. 


Since 2003, Swystun has remained in the media spotlight as the public face of 
several high-profile community development initiatives, including the ill-fated 
campaign to preserve the deteriorating Gathercole building on the South 
Saskatchewan riverbank. She and her partner Kelley Moore were one of five 
couples who participated in the 2004 challenge to Saskatchewan’s marriage laws. 
Swystun was active in organizing the city’s Centennial celebrations, and has been 
an outspoken opponent of new big-box development on Saskatoon’s south and 
west sides. 


With rumours circulating throughout the summer, few were surprised at 
Swystun’s announcement on August 30. Her press conference was held in her 
newly renovated street-level campaign office along downtown's Idylwyld Drive. 
Media and supporters packed elbow to elbow into the narrow foyer, juggling 
notepads and styrofoam cups of coffee. Swystun appeared cheerful and at ease, 
deftly making her way through the crowd and clearly excited to have the 
campaign finally underway. 


She spoke for several minutes outlining campaign points before being 
scrummed on her way to another appearance. Talking points included the 
creative city initiative, establishing a ‘green box’ program for collection of organic 
waste, support for young entrepreneurs, sustainable development, and de-politi- 
cizing the police force. Swystun urged voters to think boldly and imagine a city 
“renowned for its cultural and social innovations as much as for its business and 
science innovations”. 


If elected, Swystun would become Saskatoon’s first female mayor, as well as the 
first gay mayor in Saskatchewan. Election day is October 25. 


If you’ve had enough of municipal politics, head across the bridge to the 
University, where their first annual Pride Week is heating things up October 2 
through 6. The University of Saskatchewan Students’ Union’s Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender & Ally Centre is organizing the celebrations. Events will 
include discussions, film screenings and drag. Schedule information is available on 
the USSU’s website: ussu.ca.

first half of the month. Born in Saskatoon, she is currently based in Montréal. 
During a residency at AKA Gallery, performance artist Nighttraveller will perform 
Binky Binky Bunny. For Binky, Nighttraveller will live in AKA’s gallery with a five- 
month-old French Lop rabbit. The brown, nine-pound bunny will share the space 
with her for a week, 4 la petting zoo; an area will be fenced off with fresh hay, a 
futon and other living supplies. The performance’s title comes from a as 
spinning maneuver, a binky, which 
rabbits do when very happy. 
Reminiscent of the work of German 
conceptual artist Joseph Beuys’ actions 
of the mid-1960s, Nighttraveller’s work 
deals with themes of the Other, fear 
and victimization. 


Nightraveller is known across 
Canada for her many performances 
exploring sexuality, abuse and Metis 
identity. Rabbits are a frequent theme 
in her work, most notably in her 
haunting performance Bad Bad Bunny, 
in which she dresses as a bunny and 
tells stories from her childhood. She 
has performed across the country, 
including at Western Front’s ‘That 70’s 
Ho’ performance festival in Vancouver,

“Yep, I’m gay.” 

Remember that Time Magazine 
cover after Ellen DeGeneres came 
out? It was during the fourth season 
of the popular sitcom, Ellen, when 
the eponymous heroine first spoke 
the words, “I’m gay” on American 
television and became international 
news. That was April of 1997, 
nearly ten years ago, and with the 
new release of season four of 
Ellen on DVD (www.AETN.com) 
and all the recent media hoopla 
about Lance Bass, one can’t help 
but make comparisons. 


Has anything changed in the 
last decade? Are we any 
further ahead? 


What made Ellen DeGeneres’ 
coming out so unique was the 
fact that she did so while her 
series was not only still on 

the air, but also a big success. It was 

historic. The coming out episode had ratings that 

went through the roof and for weeks afterwards it seemed as if 

every television commentator, every radio host, every newspaper columnist in 

the world had an opinion about it. Ellen DeGeneres was seen as either a coura- 

geous trailblazer or an unrepentant sinner. Many defended her choice even while 

admitting she had probably committed career suicide. Indeed, the show was 

cancelled the following year when the ratings took a nosedive and there were 
accusations that the show had become “too gay” for mainstream audiences. 


Ellen went back to doing stand up comedy and became a somewhat reluctant 
activist and public speaker. Her opinion was sought on gay rights issues and her 
relationship with Anne Heche was tabloid news for months. Then, for several 
years, she nearly disappeared from public view. 


Now she’s back, hosting her hugely successful and Emmy-award-winning talk 
show. But while her trademark delivery and wit are still clearly in evidence, there 
are no more declarations of being a lesbian. The new asexual Ellen recalls the old 
saying, “| don’t mind gays as long as they act straight in public”. 

But who can blame her? Yes, there are many more public figures who are open 
about their homosexuality, but for the most part their coming out happens only 
after their careers are finished—Tab Hunter or George Takei, for example—or, in 
the case of people like Rosie O’Donnell or Elton John, have enough financial 
security to retire if nervous show business executives should decide their 
likeability factor has dropped. 


Am | just being overly patriotic if | feel that we Canadians tend to come out 
with less fanfare than our American counterparts? kd lang admits that her pro- 
vegetarian/anti-beef stance caused more of a stir in her native Alberta than did 
the declaration of her homosexuality. Scott Brison is another notable exception, 
coming out as he did while at the beginning of his career without apparently 
affecting his popularity or his viability as a politician. 
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Still coming out takes courage. It is still a big risk. Overcoming the habit of 
hiding continues to be a challenge. 


Rupert Everett is that rarest of creatures—an openly gay actor who has never 
attempted to conceal his sexual identity. But this honesty has had a price. There 
are acting parts that are not available to him and his frankness has certainly kept 
him from having a bigger career. Jake Gyllenhall and Heath Ledger are justifiably 
lauded for their portrayal of gay love but Rupert Everett is not cast in straight 
romantic roles. It is a bitter irony that the only time straight men feel obliged to 
publicly proclaim their heterosexuality—to come out—is when they take on gay 
roles. 


The general public likes to think of itself as progressive and accepting, but is this 
social acceptance more than liberal lip service? The straight stereotypes for men 
and women are as firmly entrenched as ever in film and television. Advertising 
still makes a clear difference between boys’ toys and girls’ toys and parents are 
surprised or insulted if it is suggested that their child might be gay. The messages 
are subtle but strong. 


Coming out is a process, not a single event which is why Pride Parades remain 
important. Pride Parades have never been about showing off for the public; 
participation in Pride activities is a public act done for private reasons. The chants 
and marching and flamboyant displays are done to show support for each other, 
to push ourselves beyond acceptance to celebration. It may be a case of 
preaching to the choir but it is the singers who need to hear the message. 


Secrecy is the killer (see the stats on suicide among queer teens) and the only 
way to break the bonds of secrecy is to say who we are out loud. Gay men and 
women feel good when 
public personalities come 
out—not because we 
want to claim them neces- 
sarily as part of the 
tribe—but because of the 
affirmation their choice 
represents. Watching the 
coming out episode of 
Ellen again after all this 
time, its emotional impact 
was just as impressive as 
in 1997. The nervousness, 
the fear of rejection, the 
courage required to say 
those simple words “I’m 
gay” —all still so familiar. 


Did Ellen’s coming out 
make it easier for Rosie 
O’Donnell or Chad Allen 
or Lance Bass? Yes, very 
likely it did. More impor- 
tantly, it may have made it 
easier for that same 
action to be taken by men 
and women who are not 
public figures, whose 
decisions are not applauded 
in the media, nor heralded 
by national organizations. 


October || is National 
Coming Out Day in the US. 
It commemorates that date in 1987 when 500,000 people marched on 
Washington D.C. for gay and lesbian equality. Most of us are still working to shrug 
off old shame and coming out remains the most powerful action that queers can 
make—both collectively to affect political and social change—and individually to 
reclaim pride and a positive sense of self-worth. 


Coming out is never an easy decision, but the more difficult the choice, the 
more powerful the action. W

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Confe ence Declared Success

In spite our current government's leanings on social issues and some notable 
absences of our Prime Minister, this past summer Canada made a respectable 
show of leadership on the international stage. We hosted both the XVI 
International AIDS Conference (August |3 - August 18) in Toronto, as well as the 
first World Outgames (July 26 - August 5) in Montréal. One might question 
whether or not sporting events count as “tackling global social problems” (one 
might counter that the spirit of friendly competition fosters international cooper- 
ation and good will), but the organizing body of the Outgames—the ees and 
Lesbian International Sport Association (GLISA) — added a 
component to their program that removes all doubt. The 
Outgames included an International Conference on GLBT 
Human Rights in conjunction with the sporting and cultural 
events (July 26-29). 


A major event in its own right, the Outgames conference this 
year was the largest of its kind ever held and is one of the 
distinguishing features of the Outgames compared to the 
similarly structured Gay Games which were held in Chicago just 
a couple of weeks earlier. In addition to the quadrennial World 
Outgames, GLISA is organizing continental Outgames for inter- 
vening years; each will be similarly structured with a GLBT 
human rights conference of continental scope. Pairing the games 
and the conferences in this manner helps support attendance 
and visibility for both, while simultaneously establishing the 
structure and continuity to make a real contribution. In short, 
it’s a stroke of genius. 


All told, the World Outgames drew 18,599 participants 
between staff, volunteers, athletes, officials, performers, and 
conference attendees and drew a further 500,000 spectators. 
The conference itself had over 1,500 participants in an 
overwhelming forty simultaneous streams of workshops on global 
LBGT issues. Obviously, no one could attend all of the 200 some-odd sessions 
held over the three days of the conferences so the conference was organized into 
five themes: Essential Rights, Global Issues, the Diverse GLBT Community, 
Participation in Society, Creating Social Change. Additionally, there were two sub- 
conferences—Workers Out!, Out for Business!—two more workshop 
streams—Out in Sport and Out in the World—and one plenary session for each 
of the five themes. 


For a first time conference, such a strenuous programming schedule is 
ambitious indeed; however, according to Vong Sundara, a Calgarian Outgames 
athlete (badminton) and conference observer, the event was incredibly well 
organized. He maintained “observer” status because he is on the organizational 
committee of the conference to be held at the first North American Outgames 
in Calgary in April 2007. As an observer, he had “behind-the-scenes” access to 
the organizational activities of the conference. Vong says that how the 5,200 
volunteers were organized and treated was especially impressive—subtleties like 
the fact that volunteers registered with the athletes emphasized their importance 
to the event—and that he learned a lot that he can put use at Calgary’s confer- 
ence. 


Another Calgarian, Melissa Luhtanen, who is a Human Rights Educator with the 
Alberta Civil Liberties Research Centre, attended the conference as a presenter. 
She welcomed the opportunity to share some of the work that she’s been doing 
in Calgary through the Safety Under the Rainbow project, addressing issues of 
violence against and within the GLBT community such as bullying and same-sex 
domestic violence. Particularly the latter is not a widely acknowledged or studied 
issue that has now had broader exposure thanks to the conference. Personally, 
however, Melissa found the most value from being surrounded by so many queer 
and queer-positive people. For the first time she really felt like being gay was 
normalized—everywhere you went straight people were the minority and the 
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straight people that were there were gay-friendly. Although you get the same sort 
of feeling hanging out in the gaybourhood, it was significantly different because of 
the scale—there were thousands and thousands of people. 


Edward Lee, another Calgary athlete, echoed that same sentiment. For him, 
the conference and the games were remarkable for the visibility of their partici- 
pants. Even outside the venues, it was not uncommon to see ID tags, backpacks, 
clothing and other paraphernalia that marked individuals as connected to the 
games. Instead of feeling isolated as GLBT people so often do, it was easy to 
recognize the kinship of the strangers around you—and that was a powerful 


feeling. For Ed, the feeling _ _ ¥ ue pore 
extended beyond that as well— hott Way Ae BeOS SS 
he found the entire city Chis aes % 


welcoming to the event and the 
participants and tells an 
anecdote of how even an 
elderly woman—just a random 
stranger on the metro—smiled 
at him and gave him the thumbs 
up when she noticed he was 
part of the games. 


Melissa, Ed and Vong all noted 
the Open Ceremonies, which 
marked the conclusion of the 
human rights conference and 
the opening of the sporting 
events as a highlight. The conference participants marched into the stadium with 
the athletes and Melissa said that the experience of being cheered by 30,000 

queer and queer-friendly people was overwhelming—something 
that every GLBT person should have the opportunity to experi- 
ence. It really brought home to her how much of a force the 
GLBT community is, and how much power we do have. All of 
them returned to Calgary renewed, inspired, and itching to ignite 
that spirit in others. 


One concrete outcome of the conference was the 
Declaration of Montréal, which will be presented to the United 
Nations and national governments worldwide to spur the 
mobilization of resources to address global GLBT human rights 
issues. The introduction to the Declaration reads: 


‘All human beings are born free and equal in dignity and 
rights.” This famous first sentence of the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights, adopted almost sixty years ago by the 
General Assembly of the United Nations, contains in a nutshell 
our political agenda, as lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, trans- 
sexual, transitioned and intersexual persons. 


The world has gradually accepted that individual human 
beings have different sexes, racial or ethnic origins, and 
religions, and that these differences mist be respected and not 
be used as reasons for discrimination. But most countries still 
do not accept two other aspects of human diversity: that 
people have different sexual orientations and different vender identities; that two 
women or two men can fall in love with each other; aiid that a person’s identity, 
as female or male or neither, is not always determined by the type of body into 
which they were born. 


It goes on to layout a framework for the protection of LBGT people. It 
declares that we have protection against state-sanctioned and hate-based 
violence; that we have freedom of expression, association; that we the right to do 
what we please with our bodies—even just to have sex! (Remember it’s still 
illegal in much of the world, in some cases carrying the death penalty.) It 
continues to focus on some key areas—education, safe environments and gaining 
recognition of same-sex partnerships. The co-presidents of the conference, Joke 
Zweibel and Robert Winternute, stated that the Declaration of Montréal repre- 
sents the next frontier in the battle for human rights. 


Canada is clearly distinguishing itself as a world leader in GLBT issues and the 
momentum appears to be gathering. With the first continental Outgames also to 
be held in Canada—in Calgary next April—our role in originating this important 
international event will not soon be forgotten—especially if Canadians continue 
to be on the driving edge of global issues. W
